SACRAMENTO, Sept. 4.—Details 
made public here by the bridge de¬ 
partment of the California highway 
commission indicate the underpass on 
the Bay Shore Highway, plans for 
which have been submitted to the 
state railroad commission, will be the 
largest structure of its kind on the 
state highway system. 

The proposed subway will carry the 
Bay Shore Highway under the two 
main line tracks and six additional 
tracks of the Southern Pacific near 
the city of South San Francisco. It 
will be constructed of steel and con¬ 
crete and will be l.'iO feet long with 
an overhead clearance of fourteen 
feet. The subway will have a clear 
roadway width of forty feet and In 
addition an S-foot sidewalk for pedes¬ 
trians. 

It will be so constructed that it may 
be widened in the future as traffic 
increases to an ultimate width of 
eighty feet of roadway. 

The preliminary drawings have 
been completed by the commission's 
bridge engineers and work has started 
on the detail plans. 

The highway commission has filed 
an application with the railroad com¬ 
mission for an order authorizing the 
construction of the grade separation 
and the assessment of the cost against 
the state and the railroad. Final esti¬ 
mates of the cost have not been made, 
but it is expected to run into six 
figures.

In- 
a.smuch as the teaching of the Consti¬ 
tution is required by law in the 
schools of California and inasmuch 
as the young people of the state should 
become acquainted with the spirit of 
this great document, he requests that 
the day be observed in a fitting man¬ 
ner in all the schools of the state by 
holding suitable exercises in civics 
classes or general assemblies.

Work was started on the new loca¬ 
tion of the California Finance and 
Loan Corporation of South San- 
Franclsco. The corporation will oc¬ 
cupy the former location of the post- 
office. Complete remodeling is being 
done and the new offices will bo 
equipped equivalent to the most mod¬ 
ern banking institutions on the Pe¬ 
ninsula. 

The company was recently organ¬ 
ized by leading business and financial 
men of this city. The corporation is 
capitalized for $200,000 and half of 
that amount hag been subscribed for 
by the founders of the organization. 
The company is placing on the mar¬ 
ket $75,000 worth of preferred stock, 
non-assessable, free from personal 
property taxes in California, exempt 
from normal federal income tax and 
is 7 per cent cumulative, participat¬ 
ing up to 10 per cent after 7 per cent 
has been paid on the common stock. 

The business of the company is fi¬ 
nancing where banks leave off. Also 
it will conduct a loan department for 
wage earners. 

On another page of this issue the 
entire plan of the company Is ex¬ 
plained. The organization of such a 
corporation for South San Francisco 
should mean much to business condi¬ 
tions here. Through its functioning 
It makes business more punctual and 
allows business men to conduct their 
business with access to a greater 
amount of cash without increasing 
their capital stock. 


Counter Petition Goes to City Clerk, Asking for Withdrawal 
of Many Names on First Petition—Hearing With Trustees 
Set for September 8. 


A counter petition against the re¬ 
calling of .Mayor 11. F. .Mc.Ncllls and 
Glty Trustees Carl Blank and Hugh 
.McCaffrey was filed this week with 
City Clerk Dan .MeSweeney. It is 
claimed by the petitioners that enough 
names required to disqualify the first 
petition was obtained. This petition 
calls Ii r the withdrawal of names 
from the original recall petition. 

The original petition for recall was 
filed with the city clerk last .Monday 
for verification of the signatures. It 
was signed by 406 voters, according to 
the clri ulalors. Each name on this pe¬ 
tition must be verified by Han Mateo 
County registration records, directly 
checked against the registration af¬ 
fidavits. After such checking Is done 
the petition will be brought before the 
board of city trustees at their meet¬ 
ing of September 8. 

In like manner the counter petition 
must be verified with country regis¬ 
tration affidavits. If this petition Is 
found in order, then names of those 
parties signing the second petition will 
be withdrawn from the first. The re¬ 
call petition requires 247 bona fide 
names, and in order to quiet the re- 
I'all petition the counter petition must 
withdraw at least a greater portion of 
the 4(16 signatures. 

According to hearsay. It is not an¬ 
ticipated that the board will net a 
dale for the recall at the coming meet¬ 
ing. Huch ilate. If the petitions are 
still in order, will probably come from 
the court. In the event the court 
should find the petition for recall 
sound.

It was not the purjiose or the intent of the Sherman anti-trust law 
‘to inhibit the intelligent conduct of husiness ofHjrations, nor do we con¬ 
ceive that its purpo.so was to suppress such influence as might affect the 
operations of interstate commerce through tlie application to them of the 
individual intelligence of those engaged in commerce, enlightened by 
accurate infonnation as to the essential elements of the economics of a 
trade or business, however gathered or disseminated. . . . T rade as¬ 

sociations or comhinations of persons or coqKjrations which openly and 
fairly gather and di.sseminate infonnation as to tlie cost of their product, 
the volume of pro<luction, the actual price wliich the prtxluct has brought 
in past tran.sactious, stocks of merchandise on hand, approximate cost of 
transportation fmin tlie princijwl point of shipment to the points of con¬ 
sumption, as did these defendants, and who, as they did, meet and disruss 
such infomiatiou and slalisticn, without, however, reaching or attempting 
to reach any agrei'ment or any concerted action with respect to i»ric«;s 
or production or rcsiraining lompetJtiou, do not tliereby engage in un¬ 
lawful restraint of uouinierce. 

A Proper Discrimination of Place of Athletics 
in the College Order 

By PRESIDENT EMERITUS C. F. THWING, Western Reserve University. 

In the undergraduate and graduate mind tlie year has helped toward 
a proper discrimination of tlie place of athletics in the college order. In 
the past tlie double aim of the higher education as a sound mind in a 
sound body has received an emphasis t<x> strong upon the part of the 
sound body. In the yet earlier period perhaps the sound mind was over¬ 
valued in relation to the worth of the iKxlily condition. 

Administrative officers and college faculties are becoming convinceil 
that athletics may be, not an asset, but a menace. Their dominance not 
only hurts the influence of the scholarly spirit, but that dominance also 
gives to that part of the public which is unthinking a false impression of 
the work and the worth of the college. That dominance, too, makes the 
thoughtful grieve. 

A better proportion of physical and intellectual values is coming to 
prevail. The stadium is really getting a larger place by the side of the 
chapel. The extravagant corn()ensation given in the past to fwithall 
coaches is becoming less extravagant. The whole athletic system is as" 
Burning its proper relation in the academic order. 

“Time Flies. If You Would Catch Up With It 
You Must Fly Also” 

By U. S. SENATOR HIRAM BINGHAM, Air Expert. 

Permit me to call to your attention certain things which must he 
done if we are to enjoy the enormous saving of time which commercial 
aviation will permit In the first place, we must plan to uae airplanes 
over land and airships over sea. 

In the second place, we must recognize the absolute necessity of 
proper terminal facilities. There must t>e adequate airports if there is 
to be much air commerce. There must also lie suitable flying fields as air 
stations and fre<jueiit landing fields to use as anchorage in time of storm 
and stress. 

In the third place, we must realize the necessity of developing navi¬ 
gable airways and providing them with ade<juate charts, lighthouses, 
buoys, beacons, radio and other necessary aids to navigation. Finally, our 
municipalities must aid by furnishing airports; our states must aid by 
providing airways. Our national government, through a bureau of air 
navigation in the Department of Commerce, must do as much to aid air 
commerce as it has to aid ocean commerce. Time flies. If you would 
catch up with it you must fly also.
